seated in a

unnoticed

him cold in death.

of the body, 
w hich had slipped from its* seated po­ 
sition on the chair to a partly upright 
posture leaning against

wall of 
the w ash room, 
Butler 
made report

W hile the post m ortem exam ination 
indicated th at death was due to acute 
alcoholism, secretions of the stomach 
and other organs were taken, to be 
given chemical analysis to determ ine 
if any narcotic poisoning could be 
found.

When the price of 
his option slipped downward 6 cents 
he covered

much as he 
had 
sold short. 
Within it few minutes the upturn set 
iii and when it had gone 7 cents Hill 
sold his long wheat, cleaning up an­ 
other husky profit. 
By these quick operations Hill suc­ 
ceeded in nailing a profit of 12 cents 
i bushel on bis deals, ii*' is credited I 
with having bi en ^largely on the right 
side of the market 
during the past 
few months, and while 
he does not 
talk much about his wheat deals, in­ 
timates of Hil on the floor estimate 
Ids profits at well over $150,000.

Jefferson City, Mo., Dec. 26.—Fred­ 
erick I). Gardner, of St. Louis, who 
was elected democratic governor of 
Missouri by 2,200 plurality, never has 
held stat** or city office, except as a 
member of the board of freeholders 
that drafted the St. Louis city charter. 
He came into prominence as an ad­ 
vocate of a rural credit system, by 
which farmers could obtain long-time 
loans at low interest. 
To familiarize 
himself with this subject, he went to 
Ebropo and studied the rural credit 
systems in operation there. 
On his 
return to St. Louis he dratted a rural 
credit bill, popularly knwm as the 
Gardner Land Bank bill, and this 
was passed by the 
Missour legisla­ 
ture in 1915. 
To validate the bill, 
however, it was necessary to amend 
the state constitution, and a validating 
amendment was submitted to the vot- 
et s by an 
initiative 
petition. 
The 
amendment, however, was defeated at 
the 1916 elect :on, and for the present 
at least the rural credit bill, which 
won Mr. Gardner the nomination, is 
dead. 
Mr. Gardner is a 
wealthy 
coffin 
manufacturer of St. Louis, and a bro­ 
ther of Russell Gardner, w’ell known 
as a buggy and automobile manufac­ 
turer. 
Frederick D. Gardner long has 
been active in social and church cir­ 
cles of St. Louis, and frequently in 
the last four years has been host of 
Gov. Major on tile visits of the latter 
to St. Louis. 
Mr. Gardner is on the 
staff of 
Gov. Major, aud thereby ac­ 
quired tho tit It* of Colonel. 
It long was doubtful whether Mr. 
Gardner would enter tile primary for 
the nomination for governor. The state 
officers were candidates, as were also 
a former chairman of the public ser­ 
vice commission, a preacher, and a 
traction promoter.
